Shah open tar get 

Iran releases former official 


TEHRAN, May 13 — Ah 
Ghola Ardalan, the last minister 
of the shah's imperial court, was 
released from imprisonment Sun- 
day by revolutionary authorities, 
the official Pars News Agency 
said. 

He was believed to be the most 
senior official of the old regime to 
be arrested- and then freed since 
the revolution. 

Ardalan, 78, was -arrested by 
revolutionary militiamen shortly 
after the downfall of the Shah's, 
regime in February. Pars said be 
recently had suffered a heart 
attack. 

Several other senior members 
of die old regime have already 
been executed by revolutionary 
courts. 

Ardalan, the son of an influen- 
tial -Kuritish family,, held latrand- 
political science degrees from 
Paris and Berlin and became bead 
of the imperial court last year. 

A career diplomat, he served as 
ambassador to Washington, Ank- 
ara, Moscow, the United Nations 
and Bonn and served fora time as 
foreign minister starting in. 1955. 

■ Meanwhile, the bead of 
Tehran’s Islamic revolutionary 
tribunal said Sunday that Iranians 
consider the exiled Shah to be 
under sentence of death and any- 
one who assassinated him abroad 
would be carrying out the verdict 
of the people. 

■ The statement was made by 
Ayatollah Sadeq KhaJkhali, a 


high-ranking religious leader who 
said responsibility for the 
revolutionary courts had been 
conferred on him by Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Iran’s unofficial head 
of state. 

In a press conference at the 
offices of the evening newspaper 
“ Etela'at” Ayatollah Khalkhali 
defended the more rhan 200 death 
sentences already passed against 
former supporters and officials of 
the Shah’s regime and said West- 
ern ideas of justice had no place in 
Islamic courts. 

“ Those who enter into a war 
against God and his prophets and 
who try to spread corruption on 
earth must be killed, or have their 
hands and feet cut off, or be sent 
into exile, " he said. 

Criticizing Western critics of the 
wave of-pdBtieSFexccutions since 
the February revolution, he said 
“ to pity a sharp toothed tiger is to 
oppress the sheep. ” 

Among those exiled Iranians 
already considered under sen- 
tence of death by the people. 
Khalkhali said are the Shah, his 
wife Empress Farah, his brother 
Prince Gholam Reza and former 
Prime Minister Shahponr Bakht- 
iar. , 

He compared the revolutionary 
tribunals to the Nuremberg trials 
at the which the victorious allies 
tried Nazi war criminals after 
World War H. 

Khalkhali said ultimate respon- 
sibility for the revolutionary 
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courts had been conferred on hfrn 
by Khomeini. 

“ He has told me not to listen to 
anybody, not even himself (when 
passing judgment) ” Khalkhali 
said. 

He said former Prime Minister 
Amir Abbas Hoveyda bad offered 
the court $ 1 billion to have his 
trial deferred but tins was turned 
down. He was later executed. 

The white-turbaned Ayatollah, 
guarded by about 20 armed 
militiam en, referred constantly to 
the text of the Koran during his 
press conference. 

He said the courts acted accord- 
ing to the dictates of the Koran 
and Western forms of justice had 
no role in the trials. 

He accused the foreign press of 
trying to nip the Banian ';&».■ ac - 
tion in the bud and accused h of 
being inspired by Zionism and 
imperialism. 

The local press has also come: 
under fire from Iran’s Religious 
leadership. The left-leaning daily 
“ Ayandegan ” has stopped pub- 
lication. 

The newspaper was attacked as 
Zionist-controlled and anti- 
revolutionary in a broadcast by 
state-run radio and television. 

Mobs subsequently attacked a 
number of the daily s provincial 
offices and news stands where it 
was on sale. 

In the southeastern city of Ker- 
man, meanwhile, a revolutionary 
court was in the third day Sunday 
of trying 1 14 defendants, many of 
them with police and Savak secret 
police connections. Pars said. 
Sources said the majority of the 
defendants were being tried in 
absentia, however, because 
authorities hadn't been able to 
pick them up. 

The defendants included Ker- 
man's former police chief, a 
brigadier general identified only 
as Khanmoradi, the agency said. 
Sources said he was present in 
court. 

Many of the defendants were 
charged in connection with an 
attack on Kerman’s Jameb Mos- 
que last year in which anti-Shah 
militants attr ’-jd a prayer session 
with dubs anJ set the building 
ablaze. 

The total number of defendants 
was believed to be the largest in 
any single trial since the revolu- 
tion. 

Oman rebel 
group was 
in Iran 

ADEN, May 13 (R) — A high; 
level delegation from an Omani 
rebel organization has visited Iran 
for talks with Iranian revolutio- 
nary leader Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Iranian troops were 
recently withdrawn from Oman. 

A statement issued here Sunday 
by the Popular Front for the lib- 
eration of Oman (PFLO) also said 
it had returned to Iran the pilot of 
an Iranian jet shot down by rebels 
in Oman nearly four years ago. 
He was named as Lt Parviz 
Ashrafian . 

The South Yemen- backed 
PFLO waged a 30-year guerrilla 
war against the ruler of Oman, 
Sultan Qabons, but the uprising 
was crushed nearly three years ago 
with the help of a strong force sent 
by the Shah. 

Sunday's statement did not say 
when the delegation visited 
Tehran.

PARIS, May 13 
Crown Prince Fahd flatly denied 
Sunday that Saudi Arabia was 
considering canceling the pur- 
chase of American warplanes and 
buvine French aircraft instead. 

Asked at a press conference 
about the fete of AmericanF 15 
warplanes to be delivered to 
Egypt, the crown prince said : 
“ You must ask the Saudi Arabian 
defense minister about that ” He 
was addressing reporters after a 
two-hour meeting with President 
Valery Giscand cf Estaing. 

Prince Fahd stressed that Saudi 
Arabia’s position on Jerusalem 
was not an issue open to debate. 
“ We either Live in Jerusalem or 
we die for iL " 

“ It is our right, and we have to 
regain it through peaceful means 
or through war if necessary, ” the 
Prince added. 

“ The world must understand 
that our position is final and there 
is no backtracking, .and I do not 
believe that there is any Arab — 
Muslim or Christian — who does 
oot support our position. ” 

Prince Fahd added that Presi- 
dent Sadat’s initiative had 
“ undermined the collective Arab 
effort that was proceeding satis- 
factorily." 

He said that a measure of surc- 
cess of the Arab effort was the fact 
that no Western European or 
international communique failed 
to mention the rights of the Pales- 
tinian people. 

Prince Fahd reiterated demands 
for the return of Sinai, the West 
Bank, the Golan Heights, Gaza 
gai Jerusalem, and said that the 
nberation of occupied Arab ter- 
ritories is a collective Arab 
responsibility, “ which no single 
person has the right to monopol- 


lim consensus was very clear, and 
that" insults are of little consequ- 
ence.” 

“ It is very easy to answer such 
insults in kind, but this is not in the 
Arab character. 

The Prince added that the alter- 
native lies in Arab unity and In 
Arab self-confidence and collec- 
tive rather than unilateral action. 

Prince Fahd was asked about 
assistance to Egypt He repb'ed : 
“ We do not wish to publicize this 
assistance because we see it as 
duty, and there are other coun- 
tries, particularly Egypt, which 
contributed what is' far more 
important than money — lives and 
martyrs.”

Eit an and the Egyptian chief of 
staff, Maj.-Gen. Ahmad Badawi, 
discussed details of the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai and the 
handover of the civilian and milit- 
ary installations, the official Mid- 
dle East' News Agency reported. 

At the same time, senior aides 
of President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin met at the coastal town of El 
Arish, the administrative capital 
of Sinai, re work out arrangements 
for the town’s return to Egypt on 
May 25 and the visit of the two 
leaders two days later. 

The Egyptian side was led by 
the chief Chamberlain, Hassan 
Kamal, and the Israeli side by the 
director general of Begin’ s office, 
Dr. Eliahu Ben Elissar. 

An Egyptian- Israeli military 
committee has held several meet- 
ings over the past two weeks to 
work out the Israeli withdrawal 
from El Arish. 

In a related development, Arab 
sources in Washington said Jordan 
will do nothing to sabotage talks 
between Israel and Egypt this 
month an Palestinian self-ruie to 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza. 


Egypt papers 
banned in 
Saudi Arabia 

RIYADH, May 13 (SPA) — 
Saudi Arabia has decided to ban 
the sale of Egyptian newspapers 
and magazines into the country 
with effect from Monday, Infor- 
mation Minister Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani announced Sun- 
day. 


King Hussein will “wait and 
see” if the talks bring about posi- 
tive results and “will not stand in 
the way if Palestinians want to 
improve their condition,” a reli- 
able source told Reuters. 

While critical of the U.S. role in 
achieving the Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty, Jordanian officials 
have praised President Cartel’s 
courage and sincerity in pressing 
for a Middle East settlement, the 
sources said. 

Jordan's attitude toward the 
talks opening in a fortnight were 
conveyed to Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance during two meetings 
this past week by Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf, chief, of the Jordanian 
Royal Court 


King Hussein originally plan- 
ned to visit Washington in mid- 
May, and Sharaf s meetings with 
Vance, national security adviser 
Zbigniew Bnzezinski and con- 
gressmen appear to have been a 
substitute for that visit. 

“The king’s visit will be post- 
poned for a while until there is a 
clearer American concept of its 
role in the peace process. There is 
no point in his coming now,” the 
source .said. 

Jordan regards the selection of 
Robert Strauss as U.S. representa- 
tive at tiie Egyptjan-IsraeK talks as 
a “most unlikely choibe but 
another sign of the president's 
determination to pursue the pro- 


cess," the source added. 

“Jordan disagrees with Ameri- 
can tactics. But it does not doubt 
the sincerity of the president,” he 
said. 

Sharaf reaffirmed Jordan would 
boycott negotiations about the 
future of the West Bank, which it 
lost to Israel in the 1967 war, 
unless the outcome was certain to 
be Israeli withdrawal and Palesti- 
nian self-determxnation. 

But Jordan doubted. Israel 
would ever allow a genuine pro- 
cess leading to real self- 
determination, the source said. 
“The possibilities of Israel sub- 
verting the process are too great, 
and self-rule without self- 
determination is sterile." 


Lebanese right-wing leader 
escapes assassination attempt 


BEIRUT, May 13 (Agencies) 
— Lebanese right-wing leader 
Amin Gemayel survived an 
attempt on his life Sunday. 

The “Voice of Lebanon" radio 
station operated by the rightist 
Fhalangist Party interrupted its 
programs to announce that 
Gemayel “miraculously survived 
an assassination attempt." 

Gemayel, the . broadcast said, 
was “slightly injured during a 
grenade- throwing- attack by 
unknown persons against his car.” 

Gemayel, the older son of 
Fhalangist leader Pierre 
Gemayel, is a member of parlia- 
ment as well as a member of the 
Phalangjst Party’s Fobtbnreau. 
His brother Bashir is military 
commander of rightist militias. 

The broadcast said he was 
admitted to hospital for treatment 
from “shrapnel wounds." It did 
not elaborate. 

The radio said the attempt on 
GemayeFs life took place near his 
hometown of Bikfaya, 15 
kilometers northeast of Beirut 

The assassination attempt fol- 
lowed overnight intra-rightist 
clashes in Beirut between Phalan- 
gist militiamen and “Tigers” 
gunmen of the National liberal 
Party. 

The dashes that broke out 
because of differences over local 
influence in Beirut's eastern sec- 
tor left two dead and four injured 


by police estimate. 

Pbalangists fielded the largest 
rightist militia during the country’s 
1975-76 civil war. They joined 
forces with the "Tigers” of former 
President Camille Chamoun to 
fight .an alliance of Lebanese lef- 
tists and Palestinian commandos. 

It could not be established, 
however, if the attempt on 
Gemayers life is connected with 
the Beirut clashes. 

The situation in Beirut's eastern 
sector remained tense Sunday 
with Pbalangists and the National 
Libera] militiamen manning sand- 
bagged positions opposite each 
other. 

The Phalangists are also 


involved in a running feud with 
supporters of former right-wing 
President Suleman Franjieh, and 
clashed with Armenian gunmen in 
eastern districts earlier last week. 

The Pbalangists have also 
clashed with Syrian troops of the 
Arab Deterrent Force. 

Later Monday, Amin Gemayel 
and his father appealed for calm 
and restraint, and Prime Minister 
Salim Hoss deplored the attack. 

“Thank God the incident did 
not result in any serious harm so 
that we may spare the homeland 
more troubles and crises,” Amin 
Gemayel said.

Speaking after chairing a meet- 
ing of the authority's board of 
directors Saturday, Dr. Badr told 
“Al- Riyadh” newspaper that 
massive investment by the gov- 
ernment in the last 10 years meant 
the Saudi ports were now more 
efficient tnan any other. 

Government support, espe- 
cially since the foundation of the 
authority four years ago, had per- 
mitted the ports to keep pace with 
the large increase in imports 
required for the Kingdom's 
development. 

The installation of modern 
equipment and handling gear and 
the construction of new berths had 
allowed the discharge rate at 
Saudi ports to outstrip that of 
older ports like London and 
Hamburg, Dr. Badr said. 

At the Riyadh meeting, the 
board discussed the management 
of bulk cement plants for the 
industrial complex at Yanbu, Dr. 
Badr said. 

A recent resolution of the 
Council of Ministers transferred 
the administration of Yanbu bulk 
plants from the Commerce Minis- 
try to the authority, be said.

“Concurrently, there will be an 
increase in unfriendly feelings of 
Arabs towards the Americans, 
and 1 am quite sure that the sign- 
ing of the treaty wfll speed the 
outbreak of revolution aj^inst 
reactionary regimes which depend 
on the Americans, and this will 
make the Arabs depend more 
heavily on the Soviet Union,” he 
added. 

Qaddafi said the treaty would 
speed up revolution in Egypt and 
spur the Palestinians into escalat- 
ing their confrontation with Israel. 

The Libyan leader said Presi- 
dent Carter was “a good man but 
naive and ignorant of interna- 
tional politics.” 

He added: “Whereas the 


United States is currently wagjnga 
propaganda campaign c l a im ing 
that it is making peace, the U.S. 
administration is increasing the 
danger of war by supplying Egypt 
wife modem arms which might be 
used against the (Libyao) 
Jamahiriyah.” 

He cautioned: “If America tries

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Nuclear institute 
gutted by blaze 
outside Munich 


MUNICH, May 13 (Agencies) 
— Fire swept through a nuclear 
research institute near Munich 
Saturday causing highly radioac- 
tive materials to be rushed to 
safety, spokesmen for the institute 
said. 

The radioactive material stored 
in the research building was 
threatened by flames that burned 
out of control for six hours, but 
authorities said firemen managed 
to block off a laboratory and save 
the metal storage containers. 

A general alarm was sounded 
for residents living near the 
research center just north of 
Munich during the firefighting, 
but officials (said condnous 
monitoring showed no contamina- 
tion escaped and no one bad to be 
evacuated. 

“There is no Harrisburg in 
Munich," an official said, stressing 
the situation was not as serious as 
the recent nuclear crisis at Three 
Mile Island, Pennsylvania. 

About 400 firemen, police, nuc- 
lear technicians, salvage crews and 
Red Cross personnel were sent to 
the research center operated by 
Munich Polytechnical University 
and the Max Planck Institute after 
a watchman discovered the flames 
at 2:30 a.m. 

The fire was confined to the 
middle section of a three-story, 
ISO- meter-long housing labs and 


classroom. 

The domed nuclear reactor 
located some 100 meters from the 
building was shut down as a safety 
precaution while firemen battled 
the blaze, authorities said. 

Firemen initially poured water 
on the flames from outside the 
building until monitoring devices 
confirmed that no radioactive 
matter had leaked inside the build- 
ing. 

The exact type of radioactive 
material stored in the laboratoiy 
was not specified. Authorities said 
only that the material emits beta- 
gamma rays and is used for nuc- 
lear physics experiments by stu- 
dents and teachers. Most of the 
material was stored in metal safes 
with a melting point of 800 to 
1,200 degrees centigrade, and 
remained out of danger, they said. 

After burning for nearly "10 
hours, the blaze was finally extin- 
guished. 

Investigators said arson was 
practically excluded, and that the 
Likely cause of the blaze was a mal- 
function in electrical equipment 
used in the four laboratories gut- 
ted by the flames. 

Equipment valued at over $1 
million was destroyed, and the 
building suffered heavy interior 
damage- Five to 10 doctoral phys- 
ics projects stored in the labs also 
went up in flames.

“This causes servilism and cyn- 
icism,” KOR said. 


KOR warned the authorities 
that workers have three times 
“paid with their own blood for 
outbursts of despair and bitter- 
ness ” citing the June 1956 Poz- 
nan riots, the December. 1970 
riots in the Baltic Coast cities and 
the food price riots of Jane 1976. 

The message refrained from 
personal attacks on poh'tidaDs.Jt 
said that “to seek those personally 
responsible for the situation 
would now be to no avail. We 
should rather contemplate what 
we all can do for the common 
good.”

Prominent £. German author 
condemns official harassment 


EAST BERLIN, May 13 < R) — 
East Germany’ s foremost writer, 
Stefan Heym, Saturday accused 
the Communist authorities of try- 
ing to force him to leave the coun- 
try by introducing legal proceed- 
ings against him on currency 
charges. 

“They are trying — that is the 
aim of these proceedings — to 
frighten me out of the country. I 
would like to say that I will not 
leave this republic voluntarily, ' 
Heym said in a statement to West 
German television correspon- 
dents in East Berlin. 

The state attorney’s office con- 
firmed Friday that they were con- 
sidering charges against the 
author. 

Heym immediately condemned 
the currency laws as an extension 
of state censorship, saying that 
writers who published abroad 
works banned in East Germany 
automatically broke die 
law because they were unable to 
register their income under the 
normal channels. 

“A campaign has now started in 
which they axe trying to criminal- 
ize me and my colleagues,” Keym 
said. 

Dissident intellectual Robert 
Havemann, freed from 30 months 
bouse arrest on Wednesday, is 
also facing proceedings under the 
currency laws. Heym has said he is 
convinced other critical writers 
who published in the West would 


be nexr on the list. 

“They talk about currency by 
this is a matter of the printed 
■word, of the freedom of litera- 
ture” he said Saturday. 

Heym has said the proceedings 
are in connection with ids recent 
novel “Collin", which has the chief 
of East Germany’s security service 
as a central character and depicts 
the extent of secret police activity 
in the communist state.

Fallows however predicted the 
president would be reelected next 
year and that be himself would 
vote for him, despite misgivings 
over his record. 

He said he bad often wond- • 
ered why a man as decent and 
intelligent as Carter should find it 
so bard to inspire loyalty. 

“Pan of the reason is Cartel's 
own reluctance to put forward an

s taff, and his inclination to be a 
good man rather than an effective 
one,” he wrote. 

Fallows was presidential 
speechwriter during the first two 
years of the Carter adminis tration. 

“By choosing stability, har- 
mony and order as his internal 
goals, by offering few rewards for 
ingenuity and few penalties for 
dullness or failure, Jimmy Carter 
created an administration m which 
(so it seemed to me) people were 
more concerned with bolding their 
jobs than with using them,” Fal- 
lows said. 

The former presidential 
speechwriter also suggested that 
Carter could count on only a few 
close aides or friends in the event 
of a major personal crisis.

Eight missing in U.S. rig disaster 


GALVESTON, Texas, May 13 
(AP) — Diving teams reached the 
wreckage of a sunken drilling rig 
Saturday but found no sign of 
eight men missing and feared' 
trapped when the 13^ ton platform 
collapsed with 34 workers aboard. 

The divers* — working with 
ft railed visibility and hampered tty 
debris which snagged their air 
hoses — entered the wreckage late 
Saturday morning, and continued 
their efforts all day. 

“Wtf re going to work around 
the dock until we exhaust all evi- 
dence that someone might or 
might not be ative” a spokesman 
- said. 


The rescue effort was on the 
bottom of tike Gulf of Mexico, 17 
meters below the surface 19 
kilometers from Glaveston. 

’ The divers by the end of the day 
were expected to get into the vari- 
ous airtight compartments on the 
platform. It was in some of the 
compartments that officials feared 
bodies would be discovered. 

The Ranger I rig collapsed 
Thursday night and bad been par- 
tially submerged until Friday 
night, when a storm caused the 
platform to rink. 

“It’s looking pretty grim,” 
Coast Guard Lt- Gabe Kinney 
said of fading hopes to find sur- 
vivors. 


Coast Guard officials said the 
top of the rig was 9 meters below 
the surface and it was possible that 
the lower end rested on the gulfs 
bottom. 

Thirty-four men were on board 
when the rig collapsed. Private 
boats and Coast Guards ships and 
helicopters pulled 26 to safety, 
and only four of those were seri- 
ously hurt. One of the four lost an 
aim. 

The rig is owned by Atlantic 
Pacific Crop, of Houston and 
leased to Mitchell Energy 
Development Coip. No one from 
either business would specu- 
late about what caused the three- 
legged platform to collapse.

Over 100 fishermen said 
missing in India cyclone 


NEW DELHI, May 13 (Agen- 
cies) — More than 100 fishermen 
were reported missing after a cyc- 
lone hit tiie southeast Indian coast 
Saturday, flooding villages and 
causing extensive damage. 

The cyclone, with a core of hur- 
ricane winds, lashed the coasts of 
Andhra Pradesh and Tamil Nadu 
states, damaging many b uildings 
and uprooting thousand s of trees, 
the Press Trust of India (PIT) said. 

Other press reports from Mad- 
ras said 14 fishing boats had not 
returned and 105 men were mis- 
sing. Thousands of people were 
left homeless, according to the 
reports. | ■ 

PTI said two deaths had been 
reported on land — a father and 
daughter killed in a hut which col- 
lapsed. 

The town of Nellore, one of the 
worst affected in Andhra Pradesh, 
received 20 centimeters (eight- 
inches) of rain Saturday. Officials 
said a total of 1 25,000 people had 
been evacuated beforehand from 
the district and three others. 

Roads and railways were cut 
and telecommunications severely 
disrupted, making it difficult to 
assess the extent of the damage. 

Also affected were Guntur and 
Krishna districts, which bore the 
brunt of November, 1977, 
hurricane-tidal wave disaster that 
left 14,000 persons dead or mis- 
sing. 

Officials arranged evacuation 
and launched a massive inocula- 
tion campaign to prevent a poss- 
ible outbreak of cholera. 


Meanwhile, five ships began 
rescuing Indian, Pakistani and 
Singaporean crew members from 
disabled vessel in the Bay of 
Bengal, the 'Panamanian- 
registered United Vanguard, the 
United News of India reported 
from Madras.

During his infam ous May Day speech. President Sadat went 
to great lengths in describing as a “ great shame " campaigns 
of slander by Arab leaders and media. 

We couldn't agree more with the Egyptian leader. Such 
practices can only cause further damage to an already tense 
situation. 

But since his emotional May 1 speech, Mr. Sadat has not 
been practicing what he has preached. He has adopted the 
very vice he so strongly denounced and has exceeded the 
limits of decency and statesmanship. 

For a reason only Mr. Sadat knows, Saudi Arabia has borne 
the brunt of his emotional outburks. The Kingdom is depicted 
as the evil force that manipulates the Arabs and the Muslims, 
and, in the same breath, as a weakling that acts in fear of 
radical Arabs. God only knows what other peoples Mr. Sadat 
will next add to his growing and contradictory lists of “ pup- 
pets” and “ puppeteers”. • • 

Mr. Sadat has also taken upon himself to analyze die Saudi 
leadership and now claims to speak with final authority on all 
matters related to it in a tone that leaves much to be desired, 
although the same leadership was until very recently the sub- 
ject of Mr. Sadaf s unending praise and esteem. 

The Egyptian leader, no doubt frustrated by the unexpected 
Arab reaction to his separate peace treaty with Israel, is 
resolved to make Saudi Arabia his scapegoat and is laying at 
its door the blame for every action taken against Egypt by the 
indignant Arabs and Muslims. • 

But there need be no scapegoat The Arab attitude was the 
reaction to a move Egypt made unilaterally — a move that 
serves no countries except the signatories of the unfortunate 
treaty. It is the reaction to a document that has almost wiped 
out whatever gains the Arabs might have made towards a just 
settlement of the Middle East issue. 

Egypt s isolation is simply the result of a separate treaty — 
regardless of what Mr. Sadat cares to call it — and not a 
“ conspiracy " by Saudi Arabia, or any other country for that 
matter. Does Mr. Sadat truly expect Saudi Arabia and the rest 
of the Arab and Islamic worlds to accept what they all pain- 
fully and vividly see as a bilateral agreement between Egypt 
and Israel as a just reward for all the sacrifices the Arabs, and 
particularly Egypt, have made in the last three decades ? 

In the final analysis, Mr. Sadat, as the leader of a sovereign 
state, is entitled to take whatever decisions he sees fit for 
Egypt, but until the rest of the Arab leaders delegate their 
responsibilities to him, that is the way h must remain. Mr. 
Sadat has taken a separate path, and if the other Arabs are not 
convinced of the merits of that course — and they obviously 
are not — there is no reason to add insult to injury. 


“Al- Medina” said that “it is a 
happy coincidence that the Islamic 
foreign ministers conference was 
being held at the. same time as 
UNCTAD was meeting in Manila 
co discuss the world economy. The 
Fez conference dealt with the 
need for creating an international 
Islamic economic order to facili- 
tate inter- Islamic trade and indus- 
trial relations, reduce tarriff bar- 
riers and eliminate red tape which 
obstructs the development of 
economic cooperation.

China curbs its spending spree

SINGAPORE — 

China's People’s Congress is expected to convene 
shortly to rubber-stamp drastic “ modifications” to 
an over-ambitious modernization program which 
threatened to plunge China deep into debt. 

Some 30 Japanese business houses have already 
felt the dull, and eager salesmen in the West will 
find more doors dosing as China, strapped for the 
necessary foreign exchange, pulls back from the 
brink and shortens its shopping list. 

Peking still seeks foreign technology and capital 
investment, but as far as possible the Chinese will 
limit their purchases to the missing parts they need 
to be able to put the new China together for them- 
selves. 

Disappointment abroad over this do-it-yourself 
policy is mixed with relief that China is not embark- 
ing on a spending spree which might leave all con- 
cerned clutching a stack of unpaid bills. However, 
the switch in priorities could arouse widespread! 
resentment inside the country. 

With major exceptions in oil production and 
coal-mining, which provide much-needed fuel and 
foreign currency, heavy industrial projects that 
offer only long-term prospects of profitability will 
be deferred, and it is also proposed to “close down 
or merge enterprises which are backward tech- 
nologically or lose money.” 

Priority will be given to agriculture and light 
industry, for these not only yield quick returns from 
cash crops and consumer goods which can finance 
foreign purchases, but can feed the Chinese masses 
better and meet their mounting material demands. 

Beneath the froth of freedom- lovers whose post- 
ers catch the eye on the “ Democracy Wall" in Pek- 
ing, however, lies a far deeper source of discontent 
— the disorientation of China's youth. Under Mao, 
some 16 million young people were tom from their 
families in the towns and sent down to the farms to 
shovel muck and “learn about life from the peas- 
ants,” or consigned to remote regions to open up 
new lands. 

Last year it was announced that the flow of these 
reluctant “volunteers" would be phased out. The 
effect was to draw violent protests from among the 
unlucky few still selected for despatch, and the 
unlucky many already pining in exile. 

This “gut issue" surfaced in February, when 
thousands of former school graduates refused to go 
back to the plough after spending Chinese New 
Year in Shanghai. Demanding jobs in the city, they 
rampaged through the streets and the railway yards, 
holding up some 60 trains and blocking movement 
for 12 hours. 

It is estimated that up to 300,000 of these dis- 


placed “young people” (some have been down on 
the firm for IS years) have sneaked back into 
Shanghai alone, and there are known to be 
thousands more in Canton and other cities where — 
illegal non-persons without work, residence rights 
or ration cards — they drop into the underworld of 
crime. 

Juvenile delinquents are now a major problem in 
China — and dangerous when they make common 
cause with the enemies of the regime in the so- 
called “gang system” , which has grown up out of the 
debris of left-wing groups like Mao's former Red 
Guards and the outlawed followers of the disgraced 
Gang of Four. 

The new emphasis on agriculture and the streami- 
ng of industry could mean even more demand on 
the land and even fewer jobs in the towns for these 
disillusioned millions. Vice-Premier Li Xiannian 
admitted last week that there were already about 
four million workless in a country that has always 
claimed to provide full employment And they are 
inevitably in the cities. 

The angry young men may not be the only suffer- 
ers, however. The weeding out of uneconomic pro- 
jects will not only swell the number of urban idle, 
but could hit the farming communes, where as many 
as four peasants in 10 are sometimes employed in 
small-scale manufacture. 

At the same time, the facilities and freedom won 
by the agricultural production teams themselves, 
which can today manage their own fields and share 
out the take, may be jeopardized. For the new, 
more centralized program will entail zoning 
agriculture for greater efficiency, allocating the 
crops to be grown, and providing electricity, farm 
machinery and fertilizer on a selective basis. 

Among China's peasants and workers, as among 
China's youth, distrust is just beneath the skin after 
nearly 30 years of uncertainty under Mao. It was 
Mao and the Maoists who dislocated the economy 
and brought them to near-ruin with such uncoordi- 
nated fatuities as the “great leap forward", who 
imposed “ people's communes’ 1 on the formers, who 
disrupted the educational system and deprived the 
state of the skilled men it so badly needs today, who 
sent the young down to the country — and then told 
them “it is right to rebel”, who pitted the mob 
against the Marxist- Leninist management during 
the Cultural Revolution. 

But if Mao created the conditions, it is Vice- 
Premier Deng Xiaoping and his pragmatic com- 
rades today who rauk, in consequence, curb their 
own "great leap forward” yet risk imposing policies 
that could prove equally unpopular. 

As always in politics, what the first ruling party 
sows, the second reaps — even when there is only 
one party. (OFNS) 


Slowing down the arms race

WASHINGTON— 

The SALT II agreements announced last week 
represent an attempt by the two nuclear superpow- 
ers to pm limited controls on the strategic arms race 
without significantly disturbing either country s 
nuclear forces. 

The Soviet Union and the United States have not 
agreed on ways to halt or reverse that arms race, so 
both sides will continue to spend heavily on 
strategic weapons programs — including new 
missfle-canying submarines, missiles, warheads 
and bombs — even if SALT II is ratified by both 
countries. 

But the new agreement will cut off some avenues 
of competition, and in the publidy-expressed opin- 
ion of both governments, they will provide a basis 
for continued negotiations. Both have expressed 
hope that these could produce more substantial 
reductions. 

If ratified, the new SALT agreements would 
leave nearly intact the existing nuclear forces on 
both sides. Each country will retain an aggregate 
total of about 2,000 land-based intercontinental 
missiles, submarine-based intercontinental missiles 
and long-range bombers all armed with thermonuc- 
lear weapons. To meet the numerical limits in the 
new agreement, the Soviets would have to disman- 
tle ISO outdated missiles by 1982. 

At the outset the United States will retain its 
nearly 2-1 advantage in nuclear warheads deliver- 
able against the other country (nearly 10,000 to 
nearly 5,000), but the Soviets will be able to steadily 
reduce that gap during the life of the treaty. 

The first SALT agreements, signed in Moscow in 
May 1972, included one fimdamental breakt- 
hrough toward eventual arms control. Then, the 
superpowers agreed to forego to defensive, anti- 
missile missile systems — weapons that could 
theoretically destroy the other side' s rocket in mid- 
flight, before they could land and detonate their 
thermonuclear weapons. 


la the Soviets and Americans agreed that 
both Countries would be vulnerable to die offensive 
rockets of the other. Theoretically, at least, this 
vulnerability discourages both sides from, 
considering the use of nuclear weapons.

Under the terms of the agreement, both countries 
are limited to introducting a single “new type” of 
land-based missile during the Kfe of the proposed 
treaty, which would remain in force until 1985. 
Proponents of the agreement argue that this qual- 
itative control,, could measurably slow the arms, 
race and significantly restrict the Soviet ambitious 

ICBB development programs. 

The limits on thermonuclear warheads in SALT 
U would mean that for the first time, an absolute 
maximum would be set on the number of bombs 
each country could put on its rocket forces. That 
total will be extraordinarily high— theoretically it 
could reach more than 17,000 on each' side. In the 
1960s then- Defense Secretary Robert McNamara 
estimated that several hundred well-aimed ther- 
monuclear weapons could effectively destroy both 
the United States ancKbte Soviet Union as function- 
ing industrial societies. 

But it is a fixed limit, the first in the history of the 
nuclear era, and proponents of SALT argue that 
without this quantitative control, eveb at a high 
level, the dangers of future escalation of the 
arms race could be enormous. 

Some critics of SALT II have argued that both 
the qualitative and quantitative li mits are unfair to 
the United States, since they permit the Soviets to 
maintain a bigger and more varied force of land- 
based missiles (which they have already) and to arm 
their rockets with heavier, potentially more effec- 
tive nuclear bombs (because their rockets are lug- 
ger, and can carry heavier warheads) (WP) 


Behind the media’s myopia 

(Editor's note : In newspapers, television, films and magazines, the pro-Israeli bias of the Western 
media stands out as one of the major roadblocks to a comprehensive settlement of the Middle East 
conflict. As contributing writers to these pages have pointed out in recent weeks, the heavy-handed 
influence of Zionism's supporters can often be found behind the media's myopia. The letter Modi we 
reprmt m foU here today goes to the heart of the matter. Addressed to a “Mr. Dayan,” it was printed on 
letterhead from the department of English of York University in Toronto, and dated Nov. 2, 1976.) 


Mr. Dayan, 

In the coarse of the year I have 
passed on the problems of com- 
mon interest to the people con- 
cerned. I understand that there 
have been thorough discussions of 
the subjects involved and, as 
promised, I am summarizing for 
you the current patterns of our 
thinking 

Canadian Zionists are worried 
that the government's so-called 
“even-handed policy” in the Mid- 
dle East means developing rela- 
tions with the Arab governments 
at the expense of Israel. It is neces- 
sary therefore to exert more pres- 
sure on tile Liberals to get the pre- 
sent government to deal more 
firmly with companies which sub- 
mit to the Arab boycott. 

The time has come to diversify 
our influence by broadening oui 
contacts and establishing closet 
links with opposition parties in the 
first place with Conservatives. In 
the opinion of influential Zionists 
Joe Gark is a good prospect in this 
respect. At least, he voiced appar- 
ently genuine support for Israel 
last spring. Besides, he should be 
open to suggestion because he is a 
relatively unsophisticated and 
straightforward politician with 
limited knowledge of world poli- 
tics. Another factor favoring such 
a turn towards the Conservatives 
is that they have longstanding 
supporters of Israel like Diefen- 
baefaer and Eldon Williams as weD 
as Claude Wagner, an influential 
member of parliament with Jewish 
blood in his veins. 

There were also discussions of 
the forthcoming visit to Israel by 
William Davies, the Conservative 
premier of Ontario, which Zionist 
leaders had some part in orches- 
trating. Our sponsorship of this 
visit, we presume, should also fos- 
ter links with the Conservative 
PErty. The visit, incidentally, is 
supported by the whole Ontario 
business community (and not only 
its Jewish component) who see it 
as yet another opportunity to indi- 
cate their displeasure with 


Trudeau. 

Of course, we are not going to 
bum all our bridges with the Lib- 
erals. On the contrary plans are 
being made for better and closer 
contacts with John Turner, the 
former finance minis ter who, in 
the view of Bay Street, has a good 
chance of becoming a new liberal 
leader. If s no secret that Turner 
is somewhat short of money. 
Besides, his father-in-law has long 
been known to us as a good friend 
of Israel. 

There are other aspects to our 
problems which I have not yet dis- 
cussed here and I would be glad to 
have your opinion on them. 
Among the younger generation of 
Canadian Jewry especially, ifs 
easy to identify an increased inter- 
est in activities of all sorts, possibly 
inspired by publicity given to the 
JDLin the United States. There is 
a desire to “take on” anti- Jewish

More than half of the Ethiopian forces now in Eritrea are home 
miKrias who were told they would stay in Eritrea for only three 
months.

Nine people were killed, several others were 
wounded and many homes were destroyed.” 

Other Ethiopian bombing raids have been carried out recently 
against civilian targets in Eritrea near the Sudanese border. 

Nasser denied Ethiopian claims made last month that the EPLF 
stronghold of Nakfa hid fallen in heavy fighting. “The Ethiopians 
have not regained control there. They do not have the ability to 
regain control there.” 

Nasser said the Eritrean movement was now concentrating on 
inflicting maximum casualties on Ethiopian forces and on preserving 
and expanding the unity accord reach in Khartoum. A congress of 
Eritrean groups and local committees will be held “at some point in 
the future” to consolidate the different factions into one national 
democratic front, he said. A date for the congress has not yet been 
fixed. 

“When we think of unity ” Nasser said, “it means the unity of all 
Eritrean nationals who are ready to fight against the existence of 
Ethiopians in our country. Basing our beliefs on that, we were trying, 
whatever the size of the faction, to present them with an approach 
toward the establishment of a democratic national front in Eritrea.” 

The Eritrean movement has been plagued by factionalism since 
1969, when Osman Sabbe broke away from the ELF to create the 
Popular Liberation Forces (PLF). This group in turn split in 1976 
into the EPLF and the ELF- PLF, with Sabbe retaining control of the 
latter group. ' 


Nasser said the ELF had first approached Sabbe 1 s group in January 
with its unity initiative, but had been turned away. The agreement 
between the ELF and the EPLF followed a few weeks later. 

Early in April, a group ted by Osman Ageeb announced Sabbe had 
been overthrown as leader of the ELF- PLF and that Sabbe would be 
brought to trial on charges of corruption. The Ageeb group expre- 
ssed some interest in joining with the unifie d ELF- EPLF forces, buz 
those hopes have since vanished. 

According to Nasser, the ELF-PLF has now split into two factions. 
One group is led by Ageeb, the other by Sabbe. 

“Toward unity, they have no contribution to offer, neither of 
them,” Nasser said. “Therefore we have issued our call for them to 
mix themselves either in the ELF or the EPLF, since any group which 
joins together for personal interests rather than national interests is 
just going to be splitting and splitting. They are not based on a 
national program; their program leads to disintegration. But we will 
not allow any corruption in the Eritrean front in the future.” 

Nasser charged that the ELF/ PLF is “without one soldier, one 
fighter in Eritrea,” and is supported only by a small number of the 
250,000 Eritrean refugees tiring in Sudan. 

Nasser said the joint political leadership of the ELF and the EPLF 
will decide a date for the national congress. “We are now takin g 
practical steps toward it — holding joint political seminars, for exam- 
ple, 11 he said. 

He noted that “all the Arab countries support us, and also some 
□on- Arab countries. We have friends in Europe, is Iran and else- 
where. 

“Several give us both moral and material support,” Nasser said, 
“ though the amounts differ, and we cannot say it meets the needs of 
the Eritrean revolution. But the significance of the Eritrean revolu- 
tion is that it always adapts to the new environment It has the 
.capability to adapt to any developments. 

“The Eritrean revolution has used armed struggle for 18 years,” 
Nasser said, “and a lot of lessons have been taken from our experi- 
ence. 

“Since the enemy does not want to recognize the rights of tire 
Eritrean people, since he is against a peaceful solution which guaran- 
tees the rights of the Eritrean people as well as the Ethiopian people, 
I think we have no choice but to continue the armed struggle,” he 
said. 

“Can the Ethiopians endure always? 11 Nasser asked. “Don't you 
think one day the Ethiopian people will realize the cost? The war will 
cost them more amd more at the expense of national development. 
Who is going to check the influence of the Eritrean revolution? There

Kennedy's comments echoed 
past disagreements he and Carter 
have had over the energy issue. 
On May 2, Carter said during a 
nationally- televised news confer- 
ence that Kennedy's criticism of 
his oil policies was “a lot of 
baloney."

California commuting could

LOS ANGELES, May 13 (AP) 
— Hundreds of groggy motorists 
desperate ifor gasoline line up at 
service stations before dawn each 
day.

Many drivers throughout 
California arose earlier than nor- 
nal last week and arrived at sta- 
tions only to find a long line of

At 6 a.m. one day last week, the 
line to one open station in West 
Loss Ageles stretched eight blocks. 

For people who had to get gas, 
there was little alternative to wait- 
ing in line.

Peter De Krassel of Pacific 
Palisades and his law partner, 
Jerry Cohen, galloped past the gas 
lines aboard two Arabian horses. 

“He's prepared to petition the 
city councils of Santa Monica, 
Beverly Hills and Los Angeles to 
temporarily rescind ordinances 
that prohibit horses on the 
streets,*’ said Jack McGrath, a 
friend, as De Krassel rode through 
city streets. “There are enough 
people in the Palisades area who, 
if permitted, would certainly use 
horses to go to work, the bank, 
and do shopping." 

The pair had reserved parking 
meters outside their Beverly Hills 
office building and planned to 
leave the horses — and guards — 
there throughout the day. 

Although long lines were the 
rule, there were exceptions. At 
one North Hollywood station six 
cars waited, while at another sta- 
tion a short distance away, the line 
stretched several blocks. 

Many persons avoided the gas 


lines entirely by getting rides with 
friends whose tanks were already 
filled, while others took buses. 

Not everyone was even- 
tempered, however, and to con- 
trol those who fumed at delays of 
more than an hour, some station 
owners have hired off-duty police 
officers. 


LONDON, May 13 — The sud- 
den surge in interest rates around 
the world sent a shock-wave 
through financial markets last 
week. Wall Street* s tentative rally 
was stopped in its tracks and the 
Dow Jones Index slumped 30 
points in a week. Meanwhile the 
boom in London share prices that 
was expected to follow the 
resounding Conservative victory 
in the British general election last 
week never materialised. Instead 
the “Financial Times?’ index slid 
more than 20 points back from its 
aU-time high reached last Friday 
and the gilt market suffered an 
even more serious setback. 

In both countries hopes of an 
imminent fall in interest rates now 
seem virtually certain to be disap- 
pointed. In the U.S., although 
money supply growth has been 
sharply ■slowed, it is showing the 
first sighs of picking up again and 
inflation continues to soar. So 
there is a lot of pressure on the 
Federal Reserve Board to tighten 
up its monetary policy even 
though this would be likely to pre- 
cipitate the long-awaited reces- 
sion. 

In the U.K., the worries are 
more immediate. Banking figures 
released during the week show 
that bank lending is booming, 


threatening to push the growth in 
the money supply above the Bank 
of England’s target range of an S 
per cent — 12 per cert annual 
rate. In addition, it has become 
clear over the past few months . 
that public sector borrowing is 
running at a dangerously high 
level and that it will be difficult to. 
reduce it much before next year. 

'This is presenting the new 
chancellor of the exchequer. Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, with a formidable 
dilemma. The Conservatives were 
elected with a commitment to cut 
income taxes substantially. Yet 
this would only increase the 
budget deficit still further without 
a very sharp rise in other taxes. The 
scope forcutting spending appears 
too small to be of much help in the 
short term. 

So the government is still going 
to-needto sell a lot of gilt-edged 
debt to finance the yawning 
budget deficit and this is likely to 
keep interest rates high for a time 
yet.

Muzorewa defies massive vote 
to remove rival party veteran 


U.S. trade accord with China 
in last stages, Kreps asserts 


SALISBURY, May 13 (R) — 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, prime 
minister — elect of Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, beaded off a crisis in his 
party Sunday by vetoing a move to 
expel veteran nationalist James 
Chikerema. 

The move — by about 800 pro- 
vincial leaders and senior party 
officials at a private meeting — 
would have caused a major split 
endangering the bishop's par- 
liamentary majority. 

They voted overwhelmingly to 
expel Chikerema, first vice- 
president of the United African 
National Council (UANC), over 
charges he made last month that it 
was run like a dictatorship. 

But Bishop Muzorewa said. 

We are at this time in need of 
unity ” — and, as party president, 
overruled the vote. 

He also said Chikerema, a cen- 
tral figure in the nationalist strug- 
gle for 20 years and co- minister of 
transport in the transitional gov- 
ernment would stay on as party 
vice-president. 

If he had been thrown out, he 
would have taken at least two or 
three prominent members of par- 
liament with him, possibly to form 
his own party, UANC sources 
believe.

This would have wiped out the 
UANC overall majority of one in 
the 100-seat assembly. 

Chikerema, who could not be 
reached for comment Sunday, 
stormed out of the meeting after 
the vote Saturday, refusing to 
back up his charges last month 
that there was “ blatant tribalism 
and nepotism ” in the party. 

Tension between Qrikerema 
and foe bishop has been simmer- 
ing since both returned from exile 


Scheckter sets record 
in dazzling Grand Prix 


ZOLDER, Belgium May 13 
(AP) — South Africa’s Jody 
Scheckter in a Ferrari won his first 
victory of the season Sunday in a 
sensational Belgian Grand Prix. 

He took the lead in the world 
championship by one point from 
France’ s Jacques Laffite, whom he 
forced into second place. Bnt new 
rules give Laffite a built-in advan- 
tage over Scheckter and make him 
world leader in practice. 

Gilles Viileneuve of Canada, 
who has scored Ferrarfs two pre- 
vious victories this season, made a 
sensational comeback from an 
early tire change that left him trad- 
ing the field. 

He swept right up into third 
place, only to stop within seconds 
of the finish, out of gasoline, giv- 
ing third spot to young French 
Tyrrell driver Didier Pironi. 

. Scheckter set an absolute race 
lap record for the Zolder circuit in 
his fight to take the lead.

EEC foreign ministers 
discuss world problems 


CAHORS, France, May 13 (R) 
— Common Market foreign 
ministers Sunday were to wind up 
two days of . informal . talks on 
international affair s, closeted in a 
chateau outside this historic city in 
the south of France. 

Officials Saturday night 
declined even to say what subjects 
had been discussed so far in the 
meeting held twice a year to let file 
ministers idiscuss political prob- 


lems away from the glare of publ- 
icity. 

But as they held talks Saturday, 
some 2,000 farmers marched 
through the streets of Cahois 
demanding that Spain, Portugal 
and Greece be kept out of the 
community. 

The demonstrators were how- 
ever too far away to disturb the 
rural calm of the chateau where 
the nine ministers conferred. 


But the secretary said the plans 
for initialin g were “tentative.” 
She told an in-flight news confer- 
ence “there is always a danger of 
slippage.” 

“We have made great progress 
and I now think it quite likely we 
will initial a trade agreement 
tomorrow,” she said. 

Mrs. Kreps said she plans to ini- 
tial the document at 6 p.m. Canton 
time after it is flown down by U.S. 
and Chinese negotiators who have 
been laboring over the text in Pek- 
ing. 

“ A trade agreement will allow 
us a good deal more freedom to 
increase commercial activity in the 
way Japan and East Europe have 
done,” she said. 

“It removes impediments that 
businessmen take very seriously 
and makes it possible for them to 
trade with China in a way they 
would have been reluctant to do," 
she said. 

The agreement provides forr 
business facilitation in China, pro- 
tects U.S. markets from disruption 
by Chinese imports and protects 
patents, trademarks and 
copyrights. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
has said that after a trade agree-, 
meat is concluded, he will go to 
Congress and' seek most- 
favo red- nation treatment for 
China.

Battle lines harden between Pretoria and the press 


JOHANNESBURG, May 13 
(R) — Widely reported plans for 
an official curb on news coverage 
of corrupt administration threaten 
fresh confrontation between the 
South African government and 
the press. 

According to widespread news- 
paper reports — still not officially 
confirmed — the government this 
week wiD introduce binding press 
controls to curb what Prime Minis- 
ter Pieter Botha calls “rumor- 


mongering.

BEIRUT, May 13 (R) — The 
foreign ministers of Syria and Iraq 
said in interviews published here 
Sunday that plans to merge their 
two countries were going 
smoothly and should be conducted 
soon. 

Abdul-Halim Kbaddam of 
Syria and Saadoun Hammadi of 
Iraq were interviewed separately 
by the Lebanese magazine “Mon- 
day Morning.” 

Dr. Hammadi said that the goal 
was a single state with one presi- 
dent, and in his view it would be 
only a matter of months. 

Khaddam was to ore optismistic, 
saying the two states would com- 
plete a formula for unity in a mat- 
ter of weeks. 

Both minis ters were quoted as 
saying the United Nations was the 
only forum where the Middle East 
conflict could be resolved. Ham- 
madi said Iraq intended to seek a 
meeting of the General Assembly 
to review the Palestinian problem. 

He ruled out any return to the 
Geneva conference, chaired 
jointly by the United States and 
the Soviet Union, saying the 
Palestinian cause is not the prop- 
erty of a handful of states, nor the 
property of the two superpowers. 

Dr. Hammadi said he did not 
expect the Arabs to declare war on 
Israel in the foreseeable future.
